Top Palestinian official meets Assad, Khaddam

AMMAN — Relations between the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) and the Syr- 
ian government, which were strained after 
Damascus backed a rebellion against PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat last year, were Fri- 
day reportedly taking a good turn towards 
reconciliation as the head of the .PLO’s pol- 
itical department, Farouk Kaddonmi, des- 
cribed his meeting Thursday with Syrian 
President JSafez Al Assad “as warm and pos- 
itive.” 
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Mr. Kaddoumi, who arrived in 
Damascus last-Tuesday and held a 
four-hour meeting with President 
Assad Thursday told the Jordan 
Times in a phone interview Friday 
-that :his talks has covered “the 
'basis of consolidating relations 
between Syria and the PLO and 
solidifying concentrated efforts to 
reorganise the- Palestinian 
house” 

The . Palestinian officials ref- 
rained from disclosing more det- 
ails bjit said that "the meeting 
(with President Assad) was warm 
and positive.”- . 


He said that they also discussed 
the latest developments in -the 
Middle East and the importance 
of “enhancing Arab solidarity to 
confront the Israeli challenges in 
the area.” 

Mr. Kaddoumi strongly refused 
the argument that his visit con- 
stituted a step towards nor- 
malising the PLO’s relations with 
Syria saying that “there is no need 
for normalisation of relations, 
because they are normal.” 

“ My visit to Damascus and talks 
with the Syrian officials were step 
to consolidate PLO-Syrian rel- 


ations in accordance with res- 
olutions endorsed by the Palestine 
National Council (PNC),” Mr. 
Kaddoumi said. 

The PNC, the Palestinian par- 
liament in exile, in its last meeting 
in Algiers in 1983. described rel- 
ations between the PLO and Syr- 
ia as "strategic” 

Mr. Kaddoumi said that he will 
soon leave Syria for Tunis to att- 
end a Fateh Central Committee 
meeting but that, he will return to 
Damascus. 

Mr. Kaddoumi said that during 
the meeting President Assad rei- 
terated "the Syrian support to the 
Palestinian revolution and the 
Palestinian cause which it con- 
siders hs first national cause.” 
Well-informed Palestinian sou- 
rces told the Jordan Times Friday 
that Mr. Kaddoumfs talks in 
Syria “contributed to clarify the 
political positions" of both sides 
and will be followed by future 
- meetings between senior PLO and 
Syrian officials. The sources said 
that thel ‘Assad-Kaddoumi mee- 
ting covered the differences bet- 
ween Syria and Fateh, the mai- 
nstream commando group within 
the PLO, which led to bloody cla- 
shes between forces loyal to Mr. 
Arafat and Syrian-backed Fateh 
rebels in and around the Lebanese

LONDON (Agencies) — Nig- 
erian authorities grounded a Bri- 
tish airliner in Lagos Friday after a- 
prominent Nigerian exile wanted 
by his government on corruption 
charges was kidnapped and found 
drugged in a crate at a London 
airport, British government and 
airline officials said. 

As- the bizarre affair developed 
into an international incident. 
Press. Association, Britain's dom- 
estic news agency, said two other 
men found in a second crate awa- 
iting shipment to Lagos were Isr- 
aeli mercenaries. The Israeli For- 
eign Ministry said it had no imm- 
ediate comment on the report 

The 222 passengers and 22 crew 
members on the British Cal- 
edonian flight were reported safe 
at Lagos. airport, an airline spo- 
kesman said in London. . 

The British Foreign Office dec- 
lined to speculate on Nigeria's 
reasons for grounding the aircraft. 

But the plane was recaRed to 
Lagos after . Britain detained a 
Nigeria airways cargo plane that 
purportedly was to have carried 
kidnapped fonner Transport Min- 
ister Umaru . Dtkko to Nigeria. 
Independent Television News said 
the Nigerian crew was being det- 
ained. 

Lagos Radio said in a broadcast 
monitored in London that the mil- 
itary government there had taken 
note "that a Nigerian crew and 
aircraft have been detainedby the 
British authorities... no exp- 
lanations have been given by the 
British for their action.” 

Britain's high commissioner to 
Nigeria protested to the Nigerian 


government over the detention of 
the airliner, Reuter quoted British 
diplomatic sources as saying in 
Lagos. 

British police have detained 17 
men in connection with the inc- 
ident. 

Home Secretary (Interior Min- 
ister) Leon Brittan told par- 
liament Friday how Mr. Dikko 
was found drugged and unc- 
onscious when police broke open 
a crate bound for Lagos at Sta- 
nstead airport north of London. 

The wealthy former transport 
minister was snatched by gunmen 
just a few hours earlier outside his 
luxury west London home. 

Mr. Brittan did not identify the 
17 detainees but they include a 
man, equipped with drugs and syr- 
inges, found in the crate with Mr. 
Dikko and the two Israelis hidden 
in a second crate. 

The crates were addressed to 
the External Affairs Ministry in 
Lagos from the Nigerian high 
commission in London, although 
Mr. Brittan stopped short of say- 
ing the mission was involved. 

Mr. Dikko regained con- 
sciousness overnight and was in a 
very satisfactory condition in hos- 
pital; a hospital spokesman said. 

Nigerian High Commissioner 
General Tony Hannaniya was cal- 
led in by Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe to explain events 
surrounding the Dikko abduction. 

He emerged from a 30-minute 
meeting with Mr. Howe and ins- 
isted that his government had no 
hand in the abduction. Asked if his 
government had- planned it. Mr. 


Hannaniya told reporters: “ Imp- 
ossible. My government does not 
get involved in things like that." 

Mr. Howe asked Hannaniya to 
co-operate in the police inv- 
estigation of the case, including 
waiving the immunity of any Nig- 
erian diplomats that might have 
been involved. 

The crates, which were to have 
been flown out aboard a Nigerian 
Airlines Boeing 707, werp lab- 
elled as diplomatic baggage. 

But Mr. Brittan said they did 
not .come under the Vienna Con- 
ventions that forbid the searching 
of such baggage. 'They were not 
accompanied by a courier and had 
no official documentation. 

The Nigerian Boeing was still at 
Stanstead Friday under police 
guard. Airport authorities became 
suspicious about the crates after 
receiving an all-ports alert issued 
immediately after Mr. Dikko was 
snatched. 

Mr. Dikko. 45. fled from Nig- 
eria within days of a military coup 
that toppled the elected gov- 
ernment of President Shehu Sha- 
gari on Dec. 31 last year. 

A brother-in-low of the ousted 
president, Mr. Dikko is wanted on 
charges of theft and corruption. 
He masterminded Mr. Shagaris 
two election victories and was in 
charge of the highly lucrative imp- 
ort of rice. 

Mr. Dikko. a multimillionaire, 
has been accused by Major Gen- 
eral Mohammadu Buharfs mil- 
itary regime of having made a for- 
tune out of illegal kickbacks for 
awarding contracts. 


Arafat 
cancels 
visit to 
Jordan

AMMAN — Palestine Liberation 
Organisation ' (PLO)" Chairman 
Yasser Arafat has cancelled a visit 
he was expected to pay to Jordan 
on Saturday -to inaugurate mee- 
tings of the Higher Palestinian 
Education Council, a well-placed 
Palestinian official said here Thu- 
rsday. The official did not explain 
the reason behind Mr. Arafat’s 
decision. 

Another Palestinian official 
here said Mr. Arafat “ was not sch- 
eduled u> visit Amman at air and 
that reports of his plans to visit 
Jordan Saturday were “false”. 

Political observers here spe- 
culated that Mr. Arafat app- 
arently cancelled his visit to Jor- 
dan. which would have coincided, 
with the visit of French President 
Francois Mitterrand. “to avoid the 
embarrassment" of French For- 
eign Minister Claude Cheysson 
declining to meet him. Mr. Che- 
ysson will be accompanying Pre- 
sident Mitterrand on the two-day 
official visit to Jordan beginning 
Monday. 

A spokesman for the French 
embassy in Amman confirmed a 
French External Affairs Ministry 
announcement Thursday that Mr. 
Cheysson will visit Israel, and 
Syria after accompanying Pre- 
sident Mitterrand to Jordan and 
Egypt- 

The French foreign minister will 
meet Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir in Israel on Wed- 
nesday evening and spend the fol- 
lowing day in Damascus. 

Upon his arrival in Jordan. Pre- 
sident Mitterrand will hold talks 
with His Majesty King Hussein on 
Middle East issues and bilateral 
relations, and will later meet with 
Egyptian President Hosni Mub- 
arak during a brief stop in Cairo 
on his return to Paris.

“ Not a single shot has been fired 
on Beirut's fronts for two days and 
President Gemayel sees this as 
evidence that the main militia 
commands were genuinely co- 
operating with the army." said one 
administration official.

Japanese tanker hit in 
apparent Iranian attack 


BAHRAIN (R) — A Japanese- 
chartered tanker, hit by rockets in 
an apparent Iranian air attack 
Thursday, headed for the United 
Arab Emirates' (UAE) port of 
Fujairah Friday after leaving the 
Gulf, shipping sources said. 

The sources said the 122.202- 
ton Liberian-registered Primrose, 
carrying 1.5 million barrels of 
Saudi Arabian crude, was exp- 
ected to anchor off Fujairah, south 
of the- Strait of Hormuz at the 
mouth of the Gulf, for an ins- 
pection of damage. 

The sources said a single plane, 
believed to be an F-4 Phantom, 
fired six rockets in two strafing 
runs within four minutes on the 
Primrose Thursday when it was 
due south of Iran's Lavan Island 
oil terminal and east of Qatar. 

They said one rocket hit the 
engine room casing, another hit 
the deck and a third bounced over 
the side. It was not known what 
happened to the resL fired on the 
second run. 

Diplomats and shipping sources 
in the Gulf said it was likely, that 
the Primrose, which sailed on 
under its own steam after the att- 
ack. was hit by an Iranian war- 
plane in retaliation for recent Iraqi 
strikes on vessels using Iranian 
pons. 

Japan has asked Iran to inv- 
estigate whether the plane that hit 
the Primrose was Iranian, a For- 
eign Ministry spokesman said in 
Tokyo. 

The spokesman, who asked not 
to be identified, said Shin Wai- 
anabe. director of the ministry's 
Middle Eastern and African Bur- 
eau. made the request in a meeting 
at the Foreign Ministry with First 
Secretary of the Iran embassy 
Mohsen Sharif Khodaie. 

Japan also extended the war

Mr. Rafsanjani denied reports 
of differences between Iranian 
military leaders or within the 
decision-making councils, saying 
they all followed revolutionary 
leader Ayatollah RuhoMah Kho- 
meini.

Mitterrand seeks to enhance French role in Middle East

PARIS — President Francois Mit- 
terrand will be seeking to bolster 
France's role as an even-handed 
broker in the Middle East conflict 
when he visits Amman next week 
for talks with King Hussein, a key 
figure in any future peace moves. 

Diplomatic sources believe Mr. 
Mitterrand will be warmly rec- 
eived in Jordan following recent 
outspoken criticism of the United 
States by King Hussein and his 
appeal for greater involvement in 
peace- efforts by the five per- 
manent members of the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council, including France. 

But with the U.S: and Israel 
involved Id national election cam- 
paigns, they believe the accent will 
be on laying the groundwork for 
future peace moves rather than 
formulating any specific new ini- 
tiative. 


The French socialist leader was 
widely regarded as a staunch ally 
of Israel before becoming pre- 
sident in May 1981. but has since 
assiduously adopted a more bal- 
anced approach. 

In an address to the Israeli Kne- 
sset soon after being elected pre- 
sident he said. the Palestinians 
should have a homeland and eve- 
ntually a state of their own. At the 
same time he implicitly appealed 
to the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) to recognise the 
Jewish state. 

French sources say government 
policy remains based on this dual 
principle, but are vague about how 
it can be made acceptable to the 
various parties to the conflict. 

Franco-Egyptian initiative 

Mr. Mitterrand’s most notable 
initiative came in 1 982 when Fra- 
nce and Egypt presented a joint 


plan to the Security Council cal- 
ling fdr Palestinian self- 
determination. including the right 
to an independent state, and for 
mutual recognition between the 
PLO aod Israel. 

It was quickly followed by rival 
U.S. and Saudi proposals, but 
none of them found unanimous 
favour. 

King Hussein and PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat have mea- 
nwhile expressed readiness to res- 
ume talks on a plan.for confederal 
ties between Jordan and an ind- 
ependent Palestinian stale in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

. Faced with this maze of failed 
peace efforts and the current sta- 
lemate, Mr. Mitterrand and King 
Hussein may now be looking tow- 
ards the United Nations for active 
support, diplomats believe. 

U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar raised this pos- 
sibility last Wednesday when he 


suggested a conference grouping 
the 15 Security Council members 
along with Jordan. Egypt. Syria. 
Lebanon. Israel and the PLO. 

France's desire to nurture close 
relations with all sides as an imp- 
artial mediator is highlighted by 
Mr. Mitterrand’s travel plans — 
and more especially by those of his 
External Relations Minister Cla- 
ude Cheysson who is acc- 
ompanying him. 

The president is making a point 
of stopping over in Egypt for an 
airport meeting with President 
Hosni Mubarak on his way home. 
It will be the eighth time the two 
presidents have met. 

Mr. Cheysson will meanwhile 
leave Cairo immediately for talks 
with Israeli Prime’ Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir in Israel, followed by 
a 24-hour visit io Damascus. 

Mr. Mitterrancfsthfee-day visit 
beginning on Monday is his first to 


Amman, although he has met 
King Hussein twice in Paris since 
becoming president. 

Topics of discussion 

While the Arab-Israeli dispute 
is expected to dominate the dis- 
cussions in Amman, the C .uf war 
and the Lebanese conflict will also 
be high on the agenda, according 
to the sources. 

France and Jordan are both 
strong backers of Iraq in its war 
with Iran, and are keen to see an 
end to the fighting. • 

Both sides are expected to wel- 
come’recent moves* towards nat- 
ional reconciliation in Lebanon, 
where France maintains truce 
observers ir.‘ Beirut and a. U.N. 
peacekeeping couirngcnt in the 
south of the country. 

Mr. Mitterrand's discussions 
with President Mubarak are likely 


to include the conflict in Chad, 
where some 3.000 French troops 
are supporting the government of 
President Hissene Habrc against 
Libyan-backed rebels. 

Mr. Mitterrand and his wife are 
due to liwch with King Hussein 
and Queen Noor at the royal pal- 
ace in Amman shortly after arr- 
iving in Jordan on Monday. The 
two leaders will then have private 
talks before attending a formal 
dinner. 

On Tuesday the French pre- 
sident will make a sightseeing trip 
to Petra, by helicopter and then 
return to Amman for further dis- 
cussions with King Hussein. A 
joint press conference isjihen sch- 
eduled before dinner. 

Mr. Mitterfand *and King Aus- 
sein will have a brief final meeting 
on Wednesday ' morning before 
the French president leaves for 
Cairo. 
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Iran confirms Iraqis 
damaged Kharg terminal 


TEHRAN (R) — Iran confirmed Thursday that its 
major oil export terminal at Kharg Island in the Gulf 
had been damaged in a recent Iraqi air attack. 

ration by the Iraqi air raid. 


But Oil Minister Mohammad 
Gharazi. speaking at a press con- 
ference here, said Iranian oil exp- 
orts had noi been affected. 

Mr. Gharazi said he would not 
raiser the question of Iraqi attacks 
on Iranian oil installations at next 
week’s Vienna meeting of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries iQPECl. 

His was the first official Iranian 
confirmation that Kharg Island 
had been hit by the Iraqis- He was 
apparently referring to a raid on 
June 24 in which a Greek ranker. 


The Iraqis had launched many, 
attacks on Iranian and neutral 
merchant ships around Kharg but 
the June 24 raid was apparently 
their first major hit on the island 
itself. 

Kharg is Iran’s main economic 
lifeline from which it exports most 
of its oil for the hard currency 
needed to continue the 45- 
month-old war with Iraq. 

Mr. Gharazi also confirmed that 
Iran had withheld payment of nca-

French aide starts contacts in Ankara 


ANKARA { Rl — ' A special envoy 
sent by French President Francois 
Mitterrand to help improve str- 
ained relations between Ankara 
and Paris began a week of talks 
here Friday by meeting a senior 
Foreign Ministry official. 

PoUtical ties have cooled mar- 
kedly and trade has dropped in the 
oast two years because Turkey 
believes France sympathises with 
the cause of Armenian guerrillas 
who have killed some 50 people, 
mostly Turks living abroad. 

A spokesman for the French 
embassy here said former Amb- 
assador Etienne Manach. who arr- 
ived in Ankara Thursday night. 


Friday met Foreign Ministry 
Under-secretary Ercumcnt Yav- 
□zalp. He will see other gov- 
ernment figures over the next 
week. 

On arrival Thursday night. Mr. 
Manach told reporters: “ 1 am con- 
cerned that Turkish-French rel- 
ations are not what they should be. 
My wish is for our relations to 
develop rapidly... This is what 
President Mitterrand wants also." 

He condemned Armenian att- 
acks, but declined to elaborate on 
France's position on the Arm- 
enian issue until later in his visit. 

Last May. Turkish officials cal- 


led for a review of relations with 
France after French Minister Jos- 
eph France sc hi accused Turkey of 
“obliterating the historical reality 
of Armenia" by refusing to ack- 
nowledge that 1.5 million Arm- 
enians died in a “genocide" in 
Eastern Turkey in 1915. 

Turkey strongly denies the gen- 
ocide charge and rejects Arm- 
enian calls for it to acknowledge 
the killings and give reparations. 

Ankara also demands that cou- 
ntries such as France where Arm- 
enian attacks take place should do 
more to track down the guerrillas 
and punish them severely.

Array knocks down Beirut barricades 


Beirut Airport looks like destroyed base 


BEIRUT (R) — Riddled with bul- 
let holes and surrounded by the 
wreckage of war. Beirut Int- 
ernational Airport does not look 
like an airport due to re-open. 

Roofs of some buildings have 
collapsed. Twisted hulks of cars 
wrecked in the last bombardment 
still sit near piles of broken glass in 
the car park. Opposite stands the 
fortified entrance of the aba- 
ndoned headquarters of the U.S. 
Marine contingent in the now- 
defunct Beirut Multi-national 
Force. 

Within the perimeter, str- 
engthened by barbed wire, con- 
crete anti-tank blocks and earth 
barricades long since overgrown 
by weeds. He the ruins of the Mar- 
ines' Battalion Landing Team 
•Headquarters where 241 ser- 
vicemen died in a devastating 
truck bomb 3ttack last October. 

Just hours before planes were 
due to land after a record Five- 
month closure, the scene was 
more like a deserted military base- 
than most people's idea of Beirut 
International Airport. 

Despite the wreckage of war. 
Lebanon’s leaders insisted that 
the airpon. closed for 150 days 
becr.uve militias bombarded it or 
threatened to do so. would re- 


open Friday. 

For the past Five months, the 
Lebanese people have been told - 
the airport might be opened wit- 
hin days. 

Airport Catering Manager Ali 
MalJah. a ShFite Muslim, said this 
week: “Saint Thomas said don’t 
believe it if you don’t touch it, and 
I won’t believe it unless l see a 
plane landing." 

Passengers on the last flight to 
leave as Muslim militias swept into 
west Beirut on Feb. 6 said the 
Middle East Air Lines jet took off 
so fast that they barely had time to 
buckle their seatbelts. 

But amidst the rubble, airport 
employees have busily been swe- 
eping the sand off the runways, 
replacing runway lamps and tes- 
ting passenger ramps and com- 
puter terminals. An extension to 
the passenger terminal is nearing 
completion. 

Airport officials say the run- 
ways are in good shape and ready 
for business. Middle East Air 
Lines, the national carrier which 
said it lost S250.000 each day it 
could not fly. even published sch- 
edules in Thursday’s newspapers. 

The government will use army 
helicopters to transport east Bei- 
rut's residents to the airport, in 


southern suburbs that were hea- 
dquarters forthe ShP ite Amal mil- 
itia. 

Gunmen have kidnapped res- 
idents on both sides, and many res- 
idents in the east still do not trust 
the army's Sixth Brigade to pro- 
vide security along the often 
eerily-empty road to the airport. 

During the past five months, the 
west Beirut brigade has refused to 
obey orders from the army com- 
mand and its soldiers, wearing pic- 
tures of ShFite heroes around 
their necks, openly co-operated 
with Muslim militias. Most Chr- 
istian soldiers left after the militias 
took over west Beirut in early 
February. 

The militias have pledged to put 
down their arms and uniforms this 
week. The only sign of them Thu- 
rsday was a tattered green Islamic 
flag outside the airport and the 
name of ihe Druze Progressive 
Socialist Party painted on a nearby 
wall. 

A Sixth Brigade officer tried to 
reassure east Beirutis by saying 
the brigade would take orders 
from the army command, as req- 
uired in a security plan put into 
effecL this week, and the Christian 
soldiers would be returning to its 
ranks. 


BEIRUT (R) — For Lebanese 
Army Col. Jean Nassif it was a 
sudden change from war to dip- 
lomacy. 

As the officer in charge of kno- 
cking down the barricades Thu- 
rsday at Beirut’s worst frontline 
flashpoint, he bad to pTove the fai- 
rness of Lebanon’s newly “neu- 
tral" army to Christians and Mus- 
lims who had fought over the area 
until Wednesday, when troops 
took over under an all-party peace 
plan. 

For months Col. Nassif had 
been the army’s representative on 
a lbur-man ceasefire committee 
that tried and often failed to stop 
the fighting and shelling on Bei- 
rut’s “green line" battiefront. 

This spot beside St. Michael's 
Church on the edge of the sou- 
thern suburbs was one of the worst 
troublespots. It was here that the 
fighting began five months ago. 

On Thursday Col. Nassif s job 
was to punch the first of three new 
crossings through the lines to 
re-unite Beirut. “Wisdom, res- 
pect. flexibility and justice" to all 
were his guidelines from army 
commander General Michel 
Aoun. 

But how could three army bul- 
ldozers simultaneously shove 
aside several huge earth bar- 
ricades thrown up by both sides at 


each end of a desolate, one kil- 
ometre stretch of No- Man’s 
Land? 

At the eastern end, three ear- 
thworks blocked the four-lane 
“Galerie Semaan" roadway lea- 
ding out of the suburbs towards 
the heavily-defended Palace of 
President Amin Gemayel. 

At the western end a single ear- 
thwork blocked the road beside 
the shell of St- Michaefs Church 
on the edge of the shell-shattered 
suburbs. 

At each end, unarmed fighters 
and officials of militias mingled 
with army officers and troops, 
watching expectantly for CoL 
Nassif s decision. 

First, a giant bulldozer shoved 
aside the two farthest barricades 
at the Eastern end, leaving just 
one huge barricade at each end of 
the stretch of No-Man’s Land. 

Then the bulldozer waited near 
the last and biggest obstacle — a 
three-metre high. 50 metres wide 
earthwork — as another roared 
off to start work at the western 
end. 

The fighting began at the wes- 
tern end of Feb. 2, when the 
ShFite militia “AmaT’ and Islamic 
Fundamentalist fighters of “Hiz- 
boliah" (the Party of God) seized 
St Michael's Church from the 
army. 


The suburbs nearby are a tragic 
moonscape of collapsed and sha- 
ttered buildings. Smashed coffins 
that tumble from niches in a des- 
troyed crypt beside the church 
bear further witness to the ferocity 
of the fighting. 

"This is the most sensitive spot 
on the line and the one with the 
most barricades and destruction." 
said Amal official Dr. Ayoub 
Homayed, impatient after waiting 
several hours for the bulldozer to 
arrive. 

“This crossing has to be cleared 
fast, but we’ve been waiting a long 
time. 

Mr. Homayed waved back res- 
tless militiamen who minutes later 
raised a large banner that read, 
amid the scenes of total urban des-. 
miction, “All that you see about 
you is the work of U.S. imp- 
erialism and Israel. 

As the bulldozer roared up, 
Koranic chants blared tri- 
umphantly from a loudspeaker 
rigged up by Amal fighters. Its 
recorded applause seemed to hail 
the victories of the opposition mil- 
itias since February. 

Finally, in a synchronised ope- 
ration starting on tbS stroke of 
1 :00 pm (1000 GMT), the army's 
bulldozers began tackling the last 
giant earthworks at each end 


Mubarak to visit Yugoslavia in August 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt’s President 
Hosni Mubarak will visit Yug- 
oslavia next month to pursue a 
new Egyptian initiative to end the 
Iran-lraq war working through 
the Non-Aligned Movement, off- 
icials said Thursday . 

Osama AI Baz, director of Mr. 
Mubarak’s political office and a 
.key foreign affairs adviser, said 
Mr. Mubarak would go to Yug- 
oslavia during the summer. Other 
officials later said the trip would 
be in August. 

Egypt and Yugoslavia are fou- 
nding members of ■ the Non- 
Aligned Movement, to which both 
Iraq and Iran belong. 

Mr. Baz told foreign jo-, 
umalists that Egypt's latest peace 
initiative, disclosed by Mr. Mub- 
arak in a speech on June 24. would 


achieve “tangible progress within 
eight weeks." He did not ela- 
borate. speaking only of quiet dip- 
lomacy. 

Mr. Baz said the coming exc- 
hange of ambassadors with Mos- 
cow was "a step towards nor- 
malising relations between Egypt 
and the USSR and should not be 
given further significance." 

The last Soviet ambassador to 
Cairo was accused of fomenting 
trouble and expelled the late 
President Anwar Sadat in 1981. 

Mr. Baz said the exchange of 
envoys would have “no bearing 
whatsoever on our relations with 
any other country,” in an apparent 
reference to the United States, an 
ally and source of $2.25 billion in 
civil and military aid annually. 

He gave no date for the exc- 


hange, which press reports Wed- 
nesday said would take place in 
August 

Asked about Israel’s seizure last 
week of a Lebanese passenger 
ship that was sailing from Cyprus 
to Lebanon, Mr. Baz called it “an 
act of piracy” that violated int 
emational law. 

Mr. Baz also said French Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand would 
discuss Middle East peace efforts 
with Mr. Mubarak during a pla- 
nned stopover in Egypt next 
Wednesday, including .the pos- 
sible revival of a joint Franco 
Egyptian peace plan. 

“The plan is still valid. It can be 
re-activated at any time," Mr. Baz 
said. Proposed in 1982, it calls for 
a Palestinian state on the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 


Australia contributes

Arab League announces 
committees meeting dates 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The General 
Secretariat 1 * of the Arab League 
has announced the meeting dates 
of its three minis terial committees 
concerned with studying the issues 
on the .agenda of the 13th Arab 
Summit scheduled to be held in 
Riyadh during the first half of 
November, the Jordanian News 
Agency, Petra, reported. 

The Gulf war follow-up com- 
mittee, will meet on July 28 to dis- 
cuss the Arab, Islamic and int- 
ernational resolutions on the 
Iran-lraq war, and the efforts exe- 
rted to put an end to the 45- 
month-old conflict, Petra said. 

The committee includes Jordan. 
Tunis, Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Kuw- 
ait, Morocco and North Yemen. 

The Arab League Charter and 
Joint Arab Action Committee will 
meet on July 30, to review the iss- 


ues concerning the amendment of 
ihe League Charter and other laws 
related to it, including the eco- 
nomic and financial support for 
Lebanon, to help the war-torn 
country to overcome its crisis, and 
to draw up plans for a joint Arab 
Information moves. 

The same committee will assess 
the resolution adopted by the 1 1th 
Arab Summit held in Amman in 
1980. to define the amount of 
each country’s contribution to the 
Arab League budget, Petra 
added. 

The Arab-Israeli conflict com- 
mittee. scheduled to meet at the 
beginning of August, will discuss 
the Israeli project, opening a cha- 
nnel connecting the Med- 
1 iterranean Sea with the Dead Sea 
and Arab-African relations. 


Rifaat AI Assad issues 
denial of exile reports 


GENEVA (R) — Syrian Vice- 
President Rifaat Al Assad Thu- 
rsday issued a denial of reports 
that he had been exiled by his bro- 
ther, President Hafez Al Assad, 
and said he was in Geneva for 
medical treatment 

A spokesman for Rifaat Al 
Assad, reading a prepared sta- 
tement said the vice-president 
would return to Syria when the 
medical treatmenf 'which he und- 
ergoes from time to time in Eur- 
ope” was concluded. 

“Those who say that Rifaat Al 
Assad has been pushed out of the 
country and that he has been ban- 
ned from returning and that there 
are security and political problems 
in Syria are making ill-intentioned 
statements not based on truth," he 
added. 

Last Sunday the London Obs- 


erver said President Assad had 
started a purge to re-inforce his 
authority by sending his brother 
and other top military officers into 
permanent or temporary exile 
abroad. 

Well-informed Western dip- 
lomatic sources in Geneva said 
Vice-President Assad, who holds 
the rank of brigadier, and a 
60-man Syrian delegation had ins- 
talled themselves in Geneva's 
Hotel Du Rhone and two other 
hotels since their return from a 
visit to Moscow last month. 

Reports of a power struggle 
between Mr. Rifaat Assad and 
some military commanders sur- 
faced after President Assad fell ill 
late last year. He was in hospital 
with heart trouble for over two 
months but resumed full official 
duties in January. 


Labour still leads Likud 
in Israeli election runup 


TEL AVIV (R) — With General 
election day just 17 days away, 
IsraeF s opposition Labour Party is 
maintaining its early lead over the 
ruling Likud Bloc, according to a 
newspaper poll published Friday. 

The independent daily Yediot 
Aharonot said a poll carried out 
earlier this week showed Labour 
would take 53 seats in the 120- 
member Knesset (parliament) 
compared with 38 for Likud. 

Labour had the same lead in the 
paper’s poll last month. 

The newspaper Khadashot, 
which is strongly anti-Likud, rep- 


orted that secret polls carried out 
by both the Likud and Labour 
showed the beginning of a slight 
rise in support for Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir's right-wing 
party. 

The Likud poll showed it now 
would gain 38 seats compared to 
the 36 a few weeks ago, the paper 
said. 

It said Labour Party leaders 
were worried that the undecided 
vote, last reported to be about 30 
per cent, might be swinging in fav- 
our of the Likud.

Syria welcomes Fateh officials

the political bureau of the Dem- 
ocratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (DFLP), said that “one 
of the most important results” of 
Mr. KaddoumFs visit is that the 
Syrian government is ready to rec- 
eive all Fateh Central Committee 
members including Khalil A1 
Wazir, the deputy commander of 
PLO forces. 

- But Mr. Ra’afat added that the 
Syrian attitude towards Mr. Ara- 
fat has not changed. 

Mr. Arafat was expelled, from 
Damascus in June 1983 after he 
accused Syria of instigating the 
mutiny among his Syrian and 
Lebanon -based Fateh forces. Mr.? 
Arafat also accused the Syrians of , 
trying to exert- control over the 
PLO and to establish a Syrian- 
controlled substitute organisation. 
On their turn, the Syrians, highly 
critical of Mr. Arafat’s policies 
since the departure of Palestinian 
forces from Beirut following the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon in 
1 982. denied the charges and ord- 
ered the PLO chairman but of the 
country. 

The Syrian government also 
b ann ed Mr. Wazir. who -was in 
Tripoli at the same time, from ent- 
ering any Syrian-controlled ter- 
ritories. But according to Mr. . 
Ra’afat, the Syrian government- 
has lifted tbe ban on Mr. Wazir, - 
buz the DFLP official did not give 
any specific reason for this change 
in the Syrian position.

Capital draws up list 
for service priorities 


AMMAN (Petra) -»- Mayor of

Camps body denounces cuts as ‘inhuman, immoral? 

Refugees slam UNRWA 
move to axe food rations 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A general committee for Pal- 
estine refugee camps here has denounced as “inh- 
uman and immoral” a decision by .UNRWA (United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency for Palestine Ref- 
ugees) to stop issuing monthly food rations to Pal- 
estinian refugees living in Lebanon. * 


The committee sent a cable to 
.UNRWA’s Commissionef- 
General Olof Rydbeck and the 
UNRWA director in Jordan, Per 
Olof Hallqvisf expressing dismay 
at the reported UNRWA decision 
directed, as they said, against hel- 
pless people who have no means 
of making their own living. The 
refugees in Lebanon are still being 
exposed to all kinds of int- 
imidation. killing,- and per- 
secution. the cable said. 

Signatories of the cable des r 
eribed the bid by the agency as a 
continuation of the attempt to 
weaken' the steadfastness of the 
Palestinian people and their det- 
ermination to adhere to their leg- 
itimate rights. 

The committee appealed to Mr. 
Rydbeck to reconsider his dec- 


ision and to continue to provide 
the refugees: in Lebanon with the 

necessary services to help them 

overcome the ordeal they have 
been exposed to as a result of the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon in 
June 1982. * 

The committee, also expressed 
its total support and solidarity 
with the just demands of the Pal- 
estine refugees in Lebanon. 

Mr. Rydbeck had decided to 
stop food rations to the Pal- 
estinian refugees in Jordan, the 
West Bank, Syria and Gaza Strip 
.in Aug. 1982, while refugees in 
South .Lebanon continued to. rec- 
eive food rations in view of the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon at that 
time.

Cereal production talks slated 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The first Arab 
conference on cereal production 
will open fn Amman on July 16 
under royal patronage. 

The conference, which is being 
organised in co-operation with the 
Ministry of -Supply, aims at for- 
mulating a joint Arab plan to inc- 
rease food production, with par- 
ticular emphasis on cereals, in a 
bid to help achieve food security. 

The plan will not only deal with 
production, but also ways of sto- 
ring, processing and marketing 


cereals produced in the Arab 
World, according to an official at 
the Ministry of Supply. 

The plan wilt also address itself 
to finding a pan- Arab strategy for 
developing cereal production 
based on modern technological 
methods, the spokesman added. 

Several working papers on the 
production, consumption -and 
marketing of cereals will be rev- 
iewed by delegates representing 
most Arab states. 


Palestine re/ugees who thought it 
was a temporary measure aimed at 
aiding the Palestinian refugees in 
Lebanon who had lost everything 
i as a result of the Israeli invasion.

Government reaction 

The first reaction to this dec- 
ision came from the Minister of 
Occupied Territories Affairs 
ShawkaL Mahmoud, who exp- 
ressed the Jordanian gov- 
ernment’s dissatisfaction at the 
UNRWA decisioo to phase oui 
food rations to the Palestinian ref- 
ugees in South Lebanon. 

In a statement to A1 Dustour 
Arabic daily newspaper, Mr. 
Mahmoud said Jordan has no 
formal knowledge of the decision, 
which, if implemented, will agg- 
ravate the bad conditions already 
affecting the refugees in South 
Lebanon. 

Mr. Mahmoud .expressed hope 
that agency officials would rec- 
onsider such a decision, if it is true, 
because the Palestinian refugees 
in So ut A Lebanon are in need of 
every kind of aid and support. Mr. 
Mahmoud said. 

Meanwhile, intensive contacts 
between various government off- 
icials. representatives of the Pal- 
estinian refugees, and Mr. Hal- 
Iqvist look place here Wednesday.

Lebanese ‘disappeared’: A living tragedy

BEIRUT — Ratiba Feres and her 
only son, 21 -year-old Ali Hussein, 
were busy cleaning their West 
Beirut house on Sept. 14. l*JR2 
when militiamen knocked at the 
door and asked the young man to 
step" outside for questioning. 

That was the last time Mrs* 
Feres saw her son. she like hun- 
dreds of West Beirut Muslims had 
been chosen at random as a hos- 
tage of East Beirut's mainly Chr- 
istian “Lebanese Forces" militia, 
Alt Hussein is one of thousands 
of Lebanese males. Christian and 
Muslim alike, who have been kid- 
napped since the Lebanese civil 
war began in 1 975. 

Their relatives are becoming 
increasingly angry over their 
plight but say their continual pleas 
to militias and politicians fall on 


deaf ears. . 

In East Beirut. Christian Mar- 
oun Abu Khalcd flips through his 
telephone book, displaying the 
hundreds of contacts he has made 
trying to find out if his 22 -year-old 
son! Antoine, is still alive. 

Antoine and 1 1? other men and 
boys were kidnapped from a mou- 
ntain village by Druze-Muslim 
militiamen late last year. There 
has been no trace of them since. 

•Tve done nothing but look for 
him ever since he disappeared," 
Abu Khaied says as he fumbles 
with a picture of Antoine. “He's 
all 1 have. I don't have any other 
children." 

“All we feci at this point is 
anger, rage, pain and frustration, 
says a Christian woman who uses a 
pseudonym. Vera Nasr. for fear of 
jeopardising the search for her 
brother. She pounds her fist on a 


table as she recalls her brother's 
kidnapping three months ago by a 
West Beirut militia. 

Miss Nasr says she has heard no 
news of her brother, not even whe- 
ther he is alive or dead, since he 
disappeared. 

Christian and Muslim alike, 
these and dozens of other relatives 
plead daily to militia leaders, pol- 
iticians. journalists or anyone else 
who will listen in hope of getting 
their kidnapped fathers, sons or 
brothers released. 

Oae mediator between the mil- 
itias says the vicious cycle of kid-’ 
□appings and counter- 
kidnappings has become a source 
of increasing embarrassment for 
politicians, “a terrible mess." 

The kidnappings date from the 
beginning of Lebanon's nine- 
-year-old civil war, says Jean Gha- 
nem. who speaks for the “Leb- 


anese Forces" on kidnapping mat- 
ters. 

. Mr. Ghanera estimates that his 
and the Muslim militias have each 
taken 1,500 hostages since- the 
summer of 1982 and concedes 
that" most of those people no lon- 
ger exist.”

West offers Moscow pragmatic long-term relations

LONDON — Looking beyond 
current tensions and hoping to 
nudge Moscow back into arms 
negotiations soon. Western lea- 
ders are offering a long-term 
East-West relationship based on 
pragmatic realities. 

The groundwork for this gra- 
dually evolving policy is being laid 
in the expectation that the Kre- 
mlin will resume serious arms 
negotiations after Novermber’s 
U.S. presidential election and that 
it may agTee to preliminary talks 
even earlier. 

The new-style opening to the 
East, despite a deep freeze in rel- 
ations. has been endorsed by all 16 
NATO governments but some are 
pushing" it more than others. For 
President Reagan, it means a 
marked change in tone and emp- 
hasis. 

Last week, in what was widely 
seen as a misfired attempt to call 
Mr. Reagan’s bluff. Moscow pro- 
posed talks on space weapons in 
Vienna in September. The White 
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accepting the offer while sug- 
gesting a broader arms agenda. 

The quick reaction ties in with 
an increasingly concerted NATO 
policy — “to build on areas of 
common interest." 

Western officials say the 
softer-voiced approach looks for 
both short-term and long-term 
gains: resumed arms talks early in 
1985. if not sooner, and the beg- 
innings of a broader dialogue that 
might lead to a more mature and 
businesslike relationship. 

Some Western politicians, des- 
pairing of the aged hardline pol- 
itburo led by President Konstantin 
Chernenko, 72, are beginning io 
look towards a younger gen- 
eration in Moscow. 

Their interest was aired last ' 
week in a reasoned assessment of - 
Soviet intentions by Michael Hes- 
eltine. Britain’s defence secretary. 
“We must seek to. create a rel- 
ationship with the emerging gen- 
erations," he declared. 

Mr. Heseltine called for greater 
mutual understanding based on 
credible defence, and recognition 
of the Soviet Union as a “military 
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to do business.” 

/ Mr. Reagan has toned down his 
tough anti- Communist rhetoric 
but has made a new relationship 
conditional on what he calls rea- 
lism, U.S. military strength, and 
' dialogue. 

Last week, he offered the Soviet 
Union negotiations on a 16-point 
agenda of joint projects ranging 
from the opening of new con- 
sulates ro the swapping of know- 
how on permafrost 

But his statement was larded 
with highly-dramatised sharp cri- 
ticism of the Soviet Union on 
human rights, Afghanistan and 
other issues. 

Western diplomats said the 
ambivalence reflected a Was- 
hington debate on how far the 
West should go in trying to revive 
arms negotiations broken off by. 
Moscow last November. 

Mr. Reagan spoke before the 
Kremlin made its offer last Friday 
to discuss the demilitarisation of 
outer space. 

• U.S. and other Western officials 
hope the offer can be widened for 
talks to begin in September not 
only on space weapons but on str- 


ategic and medium-range nuclear 
missiles — as a “face-saving" way 
of easing Moscow back into the 
arms debate. 

The Soviet Uni on has so far rej- 
ected any linkage between space 
and nuclear weapons, and Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko called 
the U.S. counter-offer a “dec- 
eption which is obviously intended 
to catch electoral votes.” 

The White House has taken an 
upbeat line on the Vienna mee- 
ting, saying categorically that U.S. 
officials "will be there" in Sep- 
tember. It has meanwhile lau- 
nched discreet contacts with Mos- 
cow to promote a broad-based 
arms control agenda. 

West Germany has played a 
major role in helping to edge Mr. 
Reagan towards the Wesfs dec- 
lared aim of “constructive dia- 
logue” Mr. Reagan has dropped, 
his preconditions for a summit and 
now says he will "meet and talk 
any time” with Mr. Chernenko. 

The summit bid was brushed, 
aside by Moscow as a “political 


Since last year. British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher , ano- 
ther hardliner on Communism, 
has also moderated her views, cal-, 
ling for the opening up of new 
channels to Moscow. 

Britain's Lord " Carrington, a 
former foreign secretary who is 
credited in part for Mis- Tha- 
tcher’s “ conversion”, took over 
last week as secretary general of 
the 16-nation NATO alliance. 

He has urged continuing con- 
tacts with Moscow on a broad 
front and has decried “meg- 
aphone diplomacy”, an allusion to 
the “evil empire” other rhe- 
torical tags used by Mr. Reagan to 
describe Soviet policy in the past. 

Lord Carrington believes the 
West should seize every opp- 
ortunity to pursue quiet dip^ 
lomacy with Moscow. 

Lord Carrington’s predecessor 
at NATO, Joseph Luns of the 
Netherlands, has warned that per- 
sistent Western overtures, in the 
face of persistent Soviet rebuffs, 
“can be very dangerous.”

British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe, after talks in 
Moscow this week, said Mr. Gro- 
myko’s reaction when urged to 
resume arms talks was “very neg- 
ative and illogical.’'

THE HOPES expressed by the United Nations Secretary General 
Javier Perez De Cuellar in his press conference Thursday, with 
regard io negotiations on the Middle East likely to start by the end of 
the current year is some other diplomatic way for saying that his 
recent mission in the Middle East has reached a semi-deadlock. 

It was evident from the very beginning that Israel's rejection of 
holdirigan international peace conference will bring the efforts of the 
U.N. secretary general to such a result. The United States, which has 
been acting as the only party capable of resolving the Arab- Israeli 
conflict is totally biased towards Israel. This not only freezes the 
question but also rules out U.S. credibility as a neutral mediator and 
obstructs all international efforts to move the question out of the 
deadlock. 

The U.N. secretary-general's tour in the area aimed at convincing 
all panics concerned that the only way out of the current pre- 
dicament is to refer the question to the whole international com- 
munity. where the five great states and all parties to the conflict can 
take pan. Yet his efforts did not result in achieving the sought goals.

The current Arab situation is not liable to lever the situation out of 
its present bog.

ISRAEL HAS revealed its criminal intentions which are designed to 
obstruct the implementation of the Lebanese government's security 
plan in statements issued in occupied Jerusalem accusing the Beirut 
government of overlooking security arrangements in the South when 
drawing a security plan for Beirut. 

An Israeli official spokesman said that the security situation in the 
South is bound to affect security throughout Lebanon. This means 
that Israel is asking the Lebanese government to make arrangements 
for protecting its occupation troops in southern Lebanon from res- 
istance attacks so that security can be restored to the region.

ISRAEL NOW LIVES through a chocking economic crisis despite 
the billions jf American dollars that po ur into its rrcasu'ry in the form 
of loans, grants or otherwise. We have no doubt that Israel's occ- 
upation of Lebanon, which costs nearly a million dollars a day. and its 
continued occupation of the West Bank, the Golan Heights and ihe 
Gaza Strip, its building of settlements on Arab territory and the vast 
amounts of money spent on security are the main reasons behind the 
exacerbated economic crisis. 

Recent statistics reveal that nearly three billion dollars have been 
spent on settlement projects and a similar amount was spent on 
purchasing weapons to maintain occupation of Arab land. Rising 
unemployment, soaring inflation and growing industrial trouble acc- 
ompanied with strikes in almost every sector arc a direct con- 
sequence of Israel’s aggressive policies, which arc sapping the Israeli 
economy and weakening the Israeli infrastructure. The continuous 
fail in the value of Israel's currency led to a rise in the cost of living, 
and rampant inflation has brought about social unrest and labour 
strikes everywhere.

Reagan campaign free from controversy

WASHINGTON — Buoyed by 
polls showing Ronald Reagan well 
ahead of his likely opponent Wal- 
ter Mondale, Whhe^House aides 
foresee a re-election campaign in 
which rhe president can be she- 
ltered from serious controversy. 

Their optimism rests partly on a 
calculated strategy of deferring 
partisan clashes until next year on 
such emotional domestic issues as 
old age pension reform and taxes. 

Mr. Reagan’s position is also 
helped hy continued divisions wit- 
hin the Democratic Party as Mr. 
Mondale, all but assured of nom- 
ination at a party convention rn 
San Francisco this month, tries to 
unify the party under his banner. 

But it is foreign policy, long 
seen as Mr. Reagan's political 
Achilles heeL that has generated 
new optimism among the pre- 
sident's campaign organisers. 

In a major policy change, the 
U.S. said recently it was dropping 
its opposition to talks with the 
Sov iet Union on controlling space 
weapons: 

It also expressed a hope arr- 
angements could be discussed for 
resuming nuclear arms control 
talks, abandoned by Moscow last 
year after cruise and Pershing mis- 
siles were deployed by NATO in 
Western Europe. 

The Soviet Union had earlier 
called for talks to bar all space, 
weapons, including ami-satellite ■ 
weapons and the so-called Star 


Wars anti-missile defence system 
that Mr. Reagan wants the U.S. to 
build. 

Washington’s new stance is lik- 
ely to undermine a major attempt 
by Mr. Reagan’s opponents to 
stop his re-election on Nov. 6 by 
portraying him as a trigger-happy 
leader who is not interested in 
arms reductions. 

Other foreign policy issues have 
also lost their significance. 

At the start of the year there 
was the prospect of continued 
U.S. military involvement in Leb- 
anon. where 241 servicemen died 
in one terror-bomb incident. This 
was made worse by persistent pub- 
lic opinion poll findings that Mr. 
Reagan might be leading the cou- 
ntry towards war. 

With U.S. forces withdrawn 
from Lebanon, Central America 
remains a concent for Reagan str- 
ategists. but h is not considered 
such a worry. 

“It never was the problem Leb- 
anon was" one official said. 
"There is more tolerance for what 
we do in our hemisphere." 

Moreover, widely publicised 
manoeuvres that put thousands of 
U.S. troops in Honduras and the 
Caribbean over the past year will 
not be repeated between now and 
the Nov. 6 election. 

With foreign policy issues set 
aside. Mr. Reagan’s strategists are 
planning ways to avoid trouble on 
domestic matters. 

Action on such explosive issues 
as tax reform and possible rev. 
amping of the popular but costly 


social security old-age programme 
is being postponed until after the 
election, even though there is urg-. 
ent need to reduce record-high 
budget deficits. 

“We learned a powerful lesson 
with social security in 1982," just . 
before the mid-term elections 
where, Mr. Reagan’s Republicans 
lost strength, one top White 
House adviser said. 

“ We tried to be straightforward 
and the Democrats bashed us over 
the head 1 ’ with public fears of los-. 
ing old-age benefits. 

A bipartisan commission ult- 
imately found a way to shore up 
the financially troubled social sec- 
urity system but a second Reagan 
administration would have to add- 
ress the issue again. 

One issue from which Mr. Rea- 
gan cannot escape attack is the 
200-biHion-dollar budget deficit 
and its potentially inflationary eff- 
ect on interest rates. 

There, the White House has 
taken an initiative by agreeing to 
modest budget cuts this year wit- 
hout saying how it would follow up 
next year and beyond. 

Tax policy follows the same pat- 
tern. A treasury study on tax ref- 
- onn will not be issued until after 
the election. 

Instead, Mr. Reagan will lace 
his campaign speeches with vague 
promises to simplify the tax sys- 
tem and make it more equitable. 

Aides say Mr. Reagan’s cam- 
paign style will combine glittering 
out-of-town appearances, such as 
his ceremonial opening of the 


Olympic Games in Los Angeles 
on July 28, with White House 
events tailored for the evening tel- 
evision news shows. 

He will also compete hard for 
the traditionally Democratic 
blue-col) ar vote, which gave him 
an unusually high 43 per cent sup- 
port. against Jimmy Carter in- 1 980 
and cbuld help him again. ' 

Despite his current popularity 
poll advantage, Reagan aides fear 
over-confidence and are aware of 
possible pitfalls. 

Anger over his civil rights, env- 
ironmental and military buildup 
policies, plus his alleged ins- 
ensitivity on women’s issues, 

, could bring out droves of anti- 
Reaganite special interest groups 
and minorities such as blacks, 
women and peace activisits — if 
! be Democrats can unite and mob- 
ilise these groups. 

Both Mr. Reagan strategists 
and Democratic Party analysts 
'expect the 1984 presidential ele- 
ction, like other recent ones, to be 
decided by voting in a few major 
states such as California, Texas, 
Florida, New York, Ohio. Pen- 
nsylvania, Illin ois and Michi gan. 

Mr. Reagan's advisers feel CaJ- 
.ifbmia and Florida are reasonably 
secure for their ride, but say they 
must win at least three of the rem- 
aining key states. 

Those races are considered 
close at the moment and con- 
tinued high unemployment in the 
manufacturing industries could 
hurt the president in several of 
them. 


Mondale has invited 

pressure for woman 
as vice president

NORTH OAKS, Minnesota — 
Walter Mondale is under growing 
pressure to have a woman as his 
running mate for the presidency, 
but it was the former vice pre- 
sident himself who encouraged 
various groups to push for such a 
ticket. 

It is largely because of this that 
women's groups, labour leaders, 
politicians and others are cla- 
mouring for a woman Democratic 
vice presidential candidate. 

The result, in the last fortnight 
before the party convenes its nom- 
inating convention in San Fra- 
ncisco on July 16. is more pressure 
than a major party candidate in 
the United States has ever faced 
on the subject. 

However, Mr. Mbndale still 
seems to feel he can pick his run- 
ning mate on the basis of qua- 
lifications alone and survive the 
wounded expectations if his cho- 
ice turns out to be a man. 

On Monday he interviewed 
Congresswoman Geraldine Fer- 
raro of New York at his home in 
this Minneapolis suburb and said 
she was clearly a contender. He 
has already discussed the job with 
San Francisco Mayor Dianne Fei- 
nstein and was due to do the same 
with Kentucky Governor Martha 
Layne Collins on Friday. 

From the beginning of his cam- 
paign until now, when he appears 
to have the presidential nom- 
ination within reach. Mr. Mondale 
bas insisted he would consider all 
comers for the number two spot 
on the ticket, including women. 

Pressure groups, especially 
those Mr. Mondale asked for help 
in the campaign, are now trying io 
collect on his promise. 

Of Mr. Mondale’s Democratic 
rivals, only black Baptist preacher 
Jesse Jackson has said flatly that, if 
nominated, he would name a 
woman as his running mate. 

Mr. Mondale and his aides insist 
that pressure an the woman’s 
issue, which has intensified in rec- 
ent days, is neither inordinate nor 
unexpected. 

But it now emanates from such 
forces as Mr. Jackson, the Nat- 
ional Organisation for Women 
and the 13 million-member Uni- 
ted Food and Commercial Wor- 
kers Union. 

When Mr. Mondale spoke to 
the country’s largest teachers' 
union on Monday, he was greeted 

with thousands of lapel buttons on 

■delegates urging him to choose the 
union’s president, a black woman, 
as his vice presidential candidate 

Half of the 3,933 delegates to 
the party 5 snominating convention 
will be women. 

An opinion poll last October

projected that 66 per cent of all 
voters thought the time had come 
for a woman vice presidenr. 

With current polls showing Mr. 
Mondale far behind President 
Reagan in voter popularity, and 
with women making up nearly S3 
per cent of the electorate, there is 
another layer of pressure on Mr. 
Mondale. 

There could also be potential 
risks involved in the choice of a 
woman running mate. Sceptics 
might argue that there is no 
woman experienced or well eno- 
ugh known to fill the bill and Mr. 
Mondaie could leave himself open 
to charges of political expedience 
and pandering to some of the spe- 
cial interest groups he councd in 
his quest for the nomination. 

However, a woman as vice pre- 
sidential candidate could help 
energise the Mondale campaign. 

Republican Senator Robert 
Dole of Kansas recently suggested 
that voters might become so taken 
with a female running mate that 
they would forget Mr. Mon dale 
was heading the ticket. 

After his meeting with Ms. Fer- 
raro, Mr. Mondale brushed aside 
suggestions that he might be for- 
ced into choosing a woman. 

‘Tm proud of the fact that Tve 
opened up an area that has never 
been opened before," Mr. Mon- 
dale said. "It’s natural that when 
<www that happens people will be 
pressing for candidates. 

- “Thu* happens in every other 
ar . e f American life. Dealing 
with pressure is basically what a 
public leader does. But it's not 
going to change my commitment 
® the best possible person." 

Mr. Mondale added that all the 
pressure boils down to politics and 
is descending on him “about on 
Schedule.” 

Fbr^ Mr. Mondale, however, 
uiere is another factor guiding his 
eventual decision on a running 
mate. 

Many observers believe that as 
a former vice president who took

Study shows American forest 


has a bright future 
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Marine swindlers are 
the new Gulf pirates

WASHINGTON — And now for- 
somt good news: There is one 
basic industry in the United States 
for. which the long-term future is 
bright _ 

' That is the forest products ind- 
ustry. • . _ 

A recent study of wood use by 
the congressional Office of Tec-, 
hnology Assessment (OTA) con- 
cluded that, contrary to long-time 
predictions of scarcity, national 
timber supplies will be -sufficient 
to meet domestic demand in the 
.foreseeable future. 

What’s more, the study found 
that, given improvements in har- 
vesting technology and better 
management of timberlands, the 
-forest products industry has major 
opportunities to expand exports to - 
the point where the United States, 
would no longer be a net importer 
of wood products. 

And the study noted that this 
could occur without significant 
environmental damage and wit- 
hout major increases in the cutting 
of trees on public lands, by con- 
centrating on timber production 
on private lands. 

Lone bright spot 

“If you look at the range of 
basic industries in tins country, if 
you look at steel, automobiles, 
mining, the wood-using industry is 
perhaps the only one '.that has a 
bright future,” says James W. Cur- 
fin, who directed the OTA study. 

The United States consumes 
about a fourth of total world wood 
production, far more than any 
other nation. That wood goes into 
the two basic sections of the ind- 
ustry; solid wood, used primarily 
for construction, furniture, and a 
host of smaller products from 
signs to coffins; and pulp and 
paper products. 

But the United States is also -the 
world's largest industrial source of 
forest products. The OTA found 
that American timber harvests 
would increase over the next three 
decades, saying that better har- 
vesting and processing, such as 


making useof defective wood now 
left on the sifo, and better man- 
agement, such as fertiGsarioh and 
thinning, would help increase the 
timber supply. . • 7 • 

. In contrast, the other major 
wood-producing areas — Japan,. 
Ca n a d a, the Soviet Union, and 
Westers Europe — faxxtfwindling 
supplies, -difficulties in: brin g in g 
timber id market, and" donates 
that limit their ability to meet the 
expected 50 per cent increase in 
world demand for forest products 
by tire-year 2000. - • • - • 

The biggest problem facing the 
American industry may be that it. 
owns only 14' pet cent of the nat- - 
' ion’s timberlands. About 28-per 
cent is publicly owned, inclu ding 
the -89 million acres in the national 
forest system, some of which may 
be commercially fogged. 

_ Small private owners 

The remaining 58 per cent is 
privately owned outside the ind- 
ustry, and holds the highest pot- 
ential for increased production. 
Much of that land is in small tracts 
of 100 acres or less, and the typical 
landowner bought it for reasons 
other than timber production: 
farming, recreation, or investment 
potential. This aspect of the report 
has drawn fire from the National 
forest. Products Association, an 
industry federation, which is less 
optimistic. 

“We recognise, the opportu- 
nities, but OTA doesn’t deal with 
the realities,” says William J. 
Lange, the NFPA’s manager of 
resource planning. “These lands 
aren’t managed as well, and the 
report assumes a huge investment 
wifi be made that isn’t being. Bl- 
ade.” 

Educating small landowners 
about the potential of their tim- 
berland could pay dividends, 
however. 

“We find that once they know 
they can manage their land better, 
harvest a few trees, and pay their 
taxes or send their kid to college 
with the income, they do pretty 
well,” says Larry Tombaugh, 
chair man of the forestry dep- 


artment at Michigan State Uni- 
versity and head of a panel of exp- 
erts that advised the OTA study 
team. 

Mi. Tombaugh also is optimistic 
about, the envi ronmental pro- 
spects of increased ‘ prod uction. 
With environmental awareness 
- ami careful management of forest 
. lands, he says, “We can have our 
cake and eat it, too.” 

' Environmentalists aren’t so 
sure. 'Peter C. Kirby, director of 
forest mana gement programmes 
for the Wilderness Society and a 
member of the OTA panel, agrees 
with the- report’s emphasis on pri- 
vate lands, but cautions that pri- 
vate timber harvesters musft meet 
environmental concerns, as do 
those who cut timber on public 
lands. 
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“Many companies enter into 
cooperative relationships with 
private landowners, and m uch will 
depend on the environmental att- 
itudes of the people they contract 
with,” he says. “Pm talking about 
providing streams! de buffers, pro- 
tecting species diversity, and so 
on.” 

Assuming such concerns can be 
met, increases in world demand in 
both industrialised and dev- 
eloping nations offer major pro- 
spects. The United States exp- 
orted 573 bfilioa worth, of forest 
products in 1982, and OTA exp- 
ects that to increase. S*o do ind- 
ustry observers. 

“The United States is ‘becoming 
more competitive each year,” says 
John V. Ward, director of int- 
ernational trade for the NFPA, 
whose business card is printed in 
both English and Japanese. 

Mr. Ward admits that American 
producers are still oriented to the - 
domestic market. But ire adds that 
export figures — for lumber, ply- 
wood, hardwood veneer — have 
markedly increased in the last 
decade. 

“We think the potential is very 
good to double the volume of our 
exports over the next 10 years,” 
he says. — National Geographic 
feature.

BAHRAIN — Piracy is alive and 
thriving on the “Pirate Coast" of 
old, with millions of dollars worth 
of cargo lost every year in the 
Gulf. 

The successors to the sword- 
wielding buccaneers who plu- 
ndered wooden dhows in bygone 
eras are swindlers who cash in on 
the gullibility of some Gulf Arab 
businessmen and the huge Sow of 
imports to the oil-rich Gulf states. 

The biggest problem is that of 
crooked foreign shipowners who 
divert Gulf-bound cargoes . to 
other ports, sell them and fab- 
ricate fires at sea to claim ins- 
urance or declare themselves ban- 
krupt, officials in Gulf states say. 

There have also been cases of 
ships transferring cargoes at sea 
and of crews pilfering large amo- 
unts of goods. 

Many Gulf businessmen, ine- 
xperienced in dealing with their 
new-found wealth, also fall victim 
to trade swindles which often 
leave them in deep financial tro- 
uble, the officials say. 

The businessmen are often 
lured into such deals but offers of 
high quality goods at low prices. 

Typical of the “pirates" are for-^ 
eign salesman who tour the region^ 
clinching deals which never mat- 
erialise. 

Businessmen have paid for 
goods which were found on arrival 
to be of inferior quality or lacking 
vital parts. The sellers then dem- 
and extra cash for the missing 
parts. 

The officials said unscrupulous 
foreign traders appeared to con- 
centrate on the Gulf because the 
huge amount of imports to the reg- 
ion make their frauds easier to get 
away with. 

The six members of the Gulf 
Co-operation Council (GCC) — 
Saudi Arabia, Oman, the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE), Qatar. 
Bahrain and Kuwait — together 
imported goods worth $53 billion 
in 1981.The figure is estimated to 
have dropped to around $45 bil- 


lion last year due to lower oil inc- 
ome. 

A group of Bahraini bus- 
inessmen recently received con- 
tainers of wood waste instead of a 
shipment of plywood. Buyers in 
' the UAE have received crates of 
sawdust instead of consumer 
goods. 

The Arab Gulf Chamber of 
Commerce said last month that 
the transport of goods to and from 
the Gulf “is bring increasingly 
subjected to piracy and marine 
fraud." 

The chamber presented 
member-states — the six GCC 
countries plus Iraq — with a paper 
in which it died various forms of 
fraud to which Gulf businessmen 

have recently fallen victim. 

“Ship owners resort to loading 
goods and selling them at another 
port. After the sale, fire Is fab- 
ricated and the carrier company 
declared bankrupt," it said. 

Saudi Trade Minister Suleiman 
Abdulaziz Suleiman said last week 
his ministry would give guidance 
to businessmen who were swi- 
ndled. He told the newspaper Al 
Riyadh that businessmen should 
question firms they intended to 
deal with and make inquiries with 
banks, foreign trade missions and 
his ministry. 

Gulf shipping sources said exi- 
sting shipping regulations were 
ineffective to prevent fraud. Hiey 
said containers at pons of dep- 
arture could not all be thoroughly 
checked. 

Many Gulf businessmen have 
enlisted the services of quality 
surveyors to check cargoes at the 
ports before they are loaded, but 
fees are high. 

Gulf chambers of commerce are 
now trying to combat fraud by dis- 
tributing lists- of foreign com- 
panies with records of fraud. But 
one official told Reuters that bla- 
cklisting such companies was alm- 
ost useless since in many cases the 
crooks represented “ghost" com- 
panies which existed only in name. 

“All it takes is another office in 
another country with a new name 
and they are in business with us 
again," he added. 


Kalgoorlie booms 
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Thailand's banking authorities, 
still saddled with the problem of 
ailing finance companies, axe hop- 
ing that a proposal to “pool” the 
managements and funds of tro- 
ubled companies will finally sta- 
unch the draining of public con- 
fidence of the past eight months. 

The proposal is said to be sim- 
ilar to the Bank of England’s 1973 
“lifeboat" scheme for troubled 
secondary banks and is the latest 
In a series of measures initiated 
following, the failure of a major 
finance company last October. 

Since then about a dozen fin- 
ance companies have either col- 
lapsed. been suspended, or had 
their licences revoked. Many 
more have sought or are in need of 
help, not least because the public 
has shifted deposits to stronger 
companies or to the commercial 
banks. 

The scale of this shift is believed 
to amount to several billion baht 
Its significance steins from the fact 
that by last year, Thailand's fin- 
ance companies, by then num- 
bering more than 100, had suc- 
ceeded in amassing assets of more 


than lOOhfllion baht ($4.35 bil- 
lion) — almost a quarter of the 
assets of the whole commercial 
banking system. 

The companies offered pro- 
missory notes with attractive rates 
of interest and grew rapidly in the 
unregulated environment of the 
1970s until one of them collapsed 
in 1979. The seeds of the latest 
crisis, which began with the liq- 
uidity problems of Equity Dev- 
elopment and Finance last Oct- 
ober, can be traced to the ina- 
dequate action taken at that time. 

Nukul Prachuabmoh, the genial 
governor of the Bank of Thailand, 
the central bank, says he initially 
refused to take on his hob in 1979 
because he foresaw the problem 
with the finance companies. “It' 
was a matter of time.” he says. 
"We only managed to postpone 
the explosion.” He also ack- 
nowledges that tbe measures first 
taken after October were not suf- 
ficient. Hid he had a free band, he 
says, he would have done more 
sooner. 

The Bank’s idea was for a dep- 
osit insurance scheme similar to 


that found in Western countries, 
to protect depo^xfi^^ommai 
Hoontrakool, tire finance min- 
ister, vetoed the proposal, saying 
it would take time t>o implement. 
He urged tough action against irr- 
esponsible finance companies ins- 
tead. 

Measures which were imp- 
lemented included the use of the 
Thai Financial Syndicate, in which 
banks are shareholders, to take on 
bad paper and pay holders’ money 
back without interest over a 10- 
year period. A bail-out fund was 
also set up, involving the state- 
owned Krung Thai Bank. 

In December the law was ext- 
ensively revised to allow closer 
supervision and scrutiny of non- 
bank institutions. Tbe authorities 
can now approve and remove 
managers and directors, insist on 
better accounting and more public 
disclosure, and penalise offenders. 

The proposal to “poor man- 
agement and funds is aimed at a 
longer term restructuring of the 
sector, and starts from the premise 
that many companies — notably 
the scores of independent ones — 
have suffered because of poor 
management and inadequate fin- 
ancial support. 

The finance companies have 


been told that they could receive 
help in exqhange for turning over 
25 per cent of their shares to the 
authorities, which would in turn 
have half the votes. About 17 have 
applied, and the first “man- 
agement pool” is being arranged. 

Under the scheme, one of the 
stronger companies is made a “c- 
ore” company, on which the aut- 
horities concentrate management 
assistance and funding support 
through the banking system. The 
core company would in turn help 
another four or five suffering 
more difficult problems. About 
three such “pools” are planned, 
but only one is close to being ope- 
rational. 

The Bank says that a legal snag 
— an individual cannot manage or 
advise more than one finance 
company — will not be ins- 
uperable. Nor is the door closed to 
any company wanting help later if 
it decides existing options cannot 
work. 

Asked if he is confident about 
the scheme Mr. Nukul says fra- 
nkly: “We don't say we are con- 
fident. We've not done this bef- 
ore.” But it does signify the beg- 
inning of the end of the crisis, he. 
says. — Financial Times news fea- 
ture. /

Another method of treatment 
in the infarct situatior t is applied in 
Vienna by periot lically sus- 
pending. also in a process syn- 
chronous with th e heartbeat 
rhythm, the flowing off of veinal. 
that is. deoxygenate :d blood from 
the heart muscle. By the app- 
lication of the Vienr ta method, this 
blood is dammed u; p and also rea- 
ches the area whic h. through the 
arterial occlusion, is deficient in 
blood supply. Tht: specific adv- 
antage of the Vie ana therapy is 
the simplicity of th e method which 
is expected to become clinical rou- 
tine within abouit one year. —

KALGOORLIE. Australia — 
The cars parked buraper- 
to-bumper in dimly lit Hay street 
mean brisk business for the ladies 
offering their warmth on a cold 
winter’s night in this gold-mining 
town. 

The women, sitting under pink 
lights on porches in front of small 
prefabricated rooms, disappear 
inside with greater regularity as 
the night goes on. 

Police cars cruise by uno- 
btrusively in Australia's best- 
known red-light district, where 
the madams are rejoicing like the 
rest of the business community in 
the return of the boom days. 

For a town that nearly died 
when the gold mines closed down 
in the mid-1970s, these are heady 
times, with an acute shortage of 
housing, sky-high rents and no- 
vacancy signs hanging outside the 
hotels. 

The rise in the gold price in the 
late seventies revived the town, 
which was founded in the famous 
western Australian gold rush of 
the 1 R90s and is at the heart of a 
remote region boasting vast une- 
xplored mineral riches. 

“It’s Australia’s only real boom 
town. There's more money being 
invested here now than in the last 


SO years." says Kalgoorlie sto- 
ckbroker David Reed. 

International companies are 
among those which have poured 
more than $2 billion into the gol- 
dfields, over the last five years. 

Companies are opening new 
shafts and reworking old dumps 
on the famous “Golden Mile,” 
once the richest square mile on 
earth, using cheaper methods to 
extract the precious metal. . - 

As Pat Gilroy, secretary of the 
Gold Producers' Association, put 
it: “These days you can’t bank on 
the road being there the following 
week." 

The numbers flocking to Kal- 
goorlie do not compare to the old 
gold fever days. Then its pop- 
ulation grew to 30,000 in the nine 
years after Irishman Paddy Han- 
nan discovered gold in 1 893 near 
what is now the Mount Charlotte 
Mine. 

The mine itself is a symbol of 
Kalgoorlie' s renaissance. Its own- 
ers. Kalgoorlie Mining Associates, 
are sinking a $60 million shaft, the 
largest single investment in the 
town's history. 

Local officials estimate that the 
population has grown by 2,500 
since 1981 to about 23.000, for- 
cing scores of families to live per- 
manently in caravan parks bec- 
ause they cannot find other acc- 
ommodation.

Connors defeats Lendl 


LONDON ( R) — Third-seeded Jimmy Connors won 
a semifinal battle of determination and endurance 
over Ivan Lendl of Czechoslovakia here Friday to 
reach the Wimbledon singles final for the sixth time. 


The pugnacious 31 -year-old 
American fouehi back from the 
loss of the first set on a tie-break to 

outlast the bigger, stronger and 
younger French Open Champion 
6-7, 6-3. 7-5. 6-1 in just under 
three hours. 

U nder sunny sk ie s and » it h ce n- 
tre court temperatures around 30 
degrees Celsius. Connors and the 
24-year-o!d Lendl waged what 
after the first set looked like bec- 
oming a war of attrition with eve- 
rything favouring the younger 
man. 

But under the remorseless and 
efficient shotmaking of the 1974 
and J9-S2 champion, it was Lendl 
who wilted. Near the end of the 
third set his legs were wobbly and 
after he lost that set his game dis- 


integrated. 

Until then, it was an absorbing 
•duel between two of the game's 
biggest hitters in which Connors 
looked in danger of being ove- 
rwhelmed by Lendr s power in the 
opening set before finding a way 
to neutralise for in the rest of the 
match. 

Lendl, who won the French 
Open final from McEnroe last 
month after being two sets down, 
had been trying to build up the 
speed of his service throughout 
this tournament and it seemed to 
reach maximum efficiency Friday. 

He had Connors in trouble on 
each of his service games in the 
opening set. but the American 
found he could win his own service 
games just as easily.

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Piquet aims for 3rd victory 


DALLAS (R) — A month ago 
Nejson Piquet’s chances of ret- 
aining his world Formula Ope title 
looked remote. He bad failed to 
score a point in the first six Grands 
Prix of the season. 

But since then the charismatic 
Brazilian’s fortunes- have changed 
dramatically and on Sunday in this 
the bustling city of rich oilmen and 
glass-plated, high rise buildings 
made famous by the scheming J.R. 
Ewing of the ‘Dallas’ television 
series he will be se’ekutg his third 
successive Grand Prix win. 


The deal to bring Formula One 
racing to Dallas has been worked 
out only in the past 1R months, 
and construction crews worked 
feverishly for almost 1 1 weeks to 
complete the 4.02-km cir'cu'u 
among the 1920s Art Deco State 
Fair Park buildings. 


His season took off with victory 
in itje Canadian Grand Prix and he 
kept the momentum going by 
swopping bis badly damaged Bra- 
bham for his back-up car after a 
pile-up in the early moments of 
Lhe Detroit race to pick up another 
nine points. 

Piquet still- faces a sizeable task 
in his bid to overhaul World Cha- 
mpionship leader Alain Prost. The 
Frenchman's McLaren earned 
him three victories and a second 
place in his first six races and his 
34.5 points haul leaves him well 
clear of team-mate Niki Lauda of 
Austria, who has 24 points. 

In third place is Elio de Angelis 
of Italy. He has raced consistently 
well in his Lotus. Fmishing’in seven 
of the eight races. 


A major factor in Sunday's race 
will be how the Brabham' and 
McLaren teams, which have both 
adopted turbo engines, will cope 
with the untried Dallas circuit and 
the . furaace-like conditions exc- 
eeding 38 degrees Celsius in the 
sunbelt city. 


. The cars will start off along a 
fast straight, slowing down thr- 
ough a .series of bends and a hai- 
rpin. Then comes a fast section 
"with a couple 'of chicanes, fol- 
lowed by a curve into a long, fast 
straight featuring anothcrchicam:. 

The cars will sweep around a 
left-hand curve that precedes a 
second hairpin, then swing around 
a right-hand bend to the finish 
line. 

Although the first part of the 
season has been dominated by the 
McLarens and Brabhams, several 
other teams have emerged as 
strong contenders. 

The. Ferrari camp has collected 
points in only five races, but one of 
those was a first place finish by 
Michele Alboreio of Italy in the 
Belgian Grand Prix. Rene Amoux 
of France placed second in the Ita- 
lian Grand Prix and holds fifth 
spot in the championship sta- 
ndings with 16.5 points. 

Britain's Derek Warwick is in 
sixth place with 13 points, even 
though his Renault has completed 
only three races. 

Keke Rosberg of Finland stands 
seventh with 1 1 points, but it has 
been a disappointing season for 
him with the new Honda turbo 
engine in his Williams car proving 
Inconsistent.

British unemployment continues to rise 

LONDON (R) — The British government, beset by a 17-week 
miners’ strike over threatened job losses, Thursday reported that 
unemployment continued to rise last month. Government figures 
showed hard-core unemployment, excluding scboot teavers and', 
seasonal workers, rose by 8,300 in June to 3,036,200 .or 12.6 per 
' cent of the work forcer Employment department officials said the 
total had been increasing by .an averagoof 15,000 a month in the 
first half of the year and acknowledged the trend ran counter-to'

Romania, Turkey sign economic protocol 

ANKARA (R) — Turkey and -Romania Thursday' signed an' 
economic and trade protocol which includes co-operation on 
energy projects in Turkey. Trade between the two countries cur- 
rently runs in favour of Romania. The value of Turkish exports to 
Romania last year was $59 million while imports reached $184 
million. Under the protocol, Romania will aid Turkish hydro- 
electric projects and the two sides will- co-operate on development 
of geothermal energy, including proposals' for beating Ankara. 
The two countries also decided to "set up a joint iron and steel 
rolling-mill with a one-miHion-tonne annual -capacity. . - 

Chile cannot repay loans for 5 years 

SANTAIGO (R) — Chile, Latin America’s fifth biggest debtor 
nation, will be unable to repay capitaT from its $18.6 biOioo 
foreign debtor five years but will keep to its interest payments. 
Finance Minister Luts Escobar said Wednesday. Mr. Escobar said 
Chile would need further bank loans to meet interest payments 
and that he would be looking to reschedule capital repayments',' 
due up to 1 987 at his next talks with creditor banks. 

Egypt amends exchange rate for tourists 

CAIRO (R) — Egypt’s economy ministry effectively cut the price 
of a hotel room for foreign tourists by a third Wednesday when it 
widened the use of an incentive exchange rate. Banking sources 
said the ministry issued instructions allowing foreign tourists to 
pay their bills at an exchange rate of 1 .1 2 Egyptian pounds to the 
dollar instead of the official rate of 0.84 pounds. 


EC to spend $170m on food aid 

BRUSSELS (R) — The European Community (EC) is to spend 
$170 million on donating some of its massive farm surpluses to the 
Third World as food aid, officials said Thursday. Some 323,000 
tonnes of cereals, 68,600 tonnes of skimmed milk powder. 1 7,650 
tonnes of butteroii. 2.000 tonnes of vegetable oil and 8,000 ton- 
nes of beans will be donated as part of a 1 984 food aid programme 
totalling $600 million. Egypt will receive more than a third of the 
cereals, with the World Food Programme getting a further third of 
the total. India win be the largest recipient of skimmed milk 
powder and butteroii. Zambia, the Comores, Tunisia, Lebanon), 
Haiti, Nicaragua and Sri Lankan will also benefit from tbe-pro- 
gramme. .. 


Ras A1 Khaimah begins exporting oil 

ABU DHABI (R) — The Gulf emirate of Ras AI Khaimah has 
become the fourth member of the United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
to export oil. oil officials said here Thursday. They told Reuters as 
an oil tanker left Ras Al-Khaimah last week with about 800,000 
barrels of oil from the emirate's offshore Saleh field. Production 
began there this year and has been running at about 8,000 barrels 
per day. Total {reduction in the seven-emirate UAE is over 1.1 
million barrels per day, with Abu Dhabi producing about 
800.000, Dubai 300,000 and Sharjah 50,000.

PARIS. (Agencies) — The Don- 
communist world is awash with 
oil, pushing down free market pri- 
ces despite the flare up in the 
Iran- Iraq war and a modest rise in 
demand, latest figures from the 
International Energy Agency 
(IEA) show.

IMF chief sees 
solution in wages 

GENEVA (R) — Wages must rise more slowly if unemployment is to 
decrease in industrialised countries. Mr. Jacques De Larosiere. man- 
aging director of the International Monetary Fund (IMF), said Thu- 
rsday. He told the United Nations Economic and Social Council 
(Ecosoc) that there were signs that in some industrial countries, 
especially in Europe, labour costs might be incompatible with high 
employment- “This points to the need for a gradual reduction in the 
rate of increase of real wages over the medium term if we are to 
restore adequate investment incentives and more socially acceptable 
levels of employment," he said. The high cost of labour and high 
interest rates were causes of the low return on capital investment in 
industrialised countries. Mr. De Larosiere said. High interest rates 
and uncertainty about them aggravated the external debt problems 
of developing countries and their access to international capital 
markets. Lower interest rates on a non-inflat ionary basis were nee- 
ded. Mr. De Larosiere said, adding that these could not be achieved 
by manipulating monetary policy, but required a big cut in budget 
deficits.

GENEVA (R) — A United Nations conference Thursday adopted 
an international sugar pact but failed to agree on measures to boast 
depressed prices on the world market. *

But the conference could not agree on how to support sugar prices 
by sharing out world exports. The producer price for sugar is now 
around five cents per pound, a level below production costs even in 
efficient producing countries such as Brazil.

For Cuba, it rep- 
resents up to 80 percent of its export earnings and the figure is more 
than 40 per cent for the Dominican Republic.

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Sikh hijackers free hostages, 
surrender at Lahore Airport 


LAHORE, Pakistan (R) — Eight Sikh hijackers of 
an Indian airliner freed all 256 hostages and sur- 
rendered to Pakistani authorities Friday, ending a 
20-hour drama which began over the troubled Him- 
alayan state of Jammu and Kashmir. 


The surrender by the hijackers 
was unconditional, a Pakistani 
government spokesman said. Hij- 
acking carries the death penalty in 

Pakistan. - , 

The hijackers had earlier made 
several demands, including the 
release of Sikh prisoners in India s 
Punjab state, withdrawal of army 
troops and other para-military 
forces stationed there and $25 mil- 
lion in compensation for damage 
to the Sikhs Golden Temple in 


Amritsar which was stormed by 
troops last month. ^ . 

"No demand was met." the 
eovemraent spokesman told rep- 
oners after the hostages and the 
hijackers left the Indian Airlines 
Airbus. .. . . 

The spokesman described the 
surrender as "the successful cul- 
mination of the process of neg- 
otiations with the hijackers. 

He said the hijackers would be 
handed over to the Pakistani law 


enforcement agencies to be dealt 
with “Under the law.” He did not 
elaborate. 

Although the law provides for 
the death penalty, nothing is pub- 
licly known about the Fate of five 
Indian Sikhs who hijacked an Ind- 
ian plane to Pakistan in 1981 and 
were overpowered by Pakistani 
commandos. 

Commandos were also on hand 
Friday at Lahore, capital of Pak- 
istan's Punjab province, and were 
brought from as far as Karachi, 
informed sources said. 

The hijackers forced the Airbus 
to come to Lahore Thursday just 
10 minutes into a flight irons the 
Indian Kashmir state capital of 
Srinagar to New Delhi. 

In New Delhi. Captain Kara ini 


Chadha. managing director of Ind- 
ian Airlines.. told Reuters he was 
■not aware of any injuries to either 
the passengers or the hijackers. 

The hijackers earlier released 
seven passengers who had been 
taken ill. They included three 
Sikhs who were given immediate 
medical attention. 

Pakistani officials did not imm- 
ediately disclose the identity of the 
hijackers. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency described them as a 
Sikh suicide squad. 

Earlier Friday Pakistani off- 
icials said the hijackers had off- 
ered to free up to 30 hostages in- 
return for fuel. They then planned 
to fly out of Pakistan with the 
remaining hostages.

PEKING (R) — China Thursday 
accused the superpowers of hyp- 
ocrisy over nuclear weapons talks 
as U.S. arms control chief Ken- 
neth Adelman opened two days of 
discussions with senior Chinese 
officials in Peking.

Complaints lead to 
Argentine army shake-up 


BUENOS AIRES (R) — A top- 
Igvd shake-up in the Argentine 
army, the first in seven months of 
civilian rule, has followed tension 
in the officer corps over inv- 
estigations into human rights vio- 
lations and complaints over pay 
and promotions. 

President Raul Alfonsin Wed- 
nesday night unexpectedly acc- 
epted the resignation of Gen. 
Jorge Arguindegui, the army chief 
of staff, and relieved Gen. Pedro 
Mansilla of his command of the; 
Third Army Corps. 

On Thursday, the Defence Min- 
istry said two generals on the 
board of a military industrial com- 
plex had been sacked. They had 
been critical of civilian int- 
erference in the running of the 
complex, known as Fabricaciones 
Militares (FM). 

The shake-up came as Arg- 
entine Television broadcast a 
documentary by a state com-' 
mission which detailed human 
rights violations by the former mil- 
itary government. 

A bomb later exploded on the 
roof of the television station that 


broadcast the programme. Uni- 
dentified attackers also sprayed 
machine-gun fire at the Navy 
Mechanics School, a former cla- 
ndestine detention centre. 

Gen. Arguindegui resigned 
after making a series of statements 
denouncing efforts by other off- 
icers to undermine his authority. 
The statements coincided, with 
rumours of unrest in the armed 
forces. 

Gen. MansiUa. whose Third 
Corps was based in ihe central 
province of Cordoba, was rep- 
orted to have had differences with 
Gen. Arguindegui and had ref- 
used a request from him to resign. 

Mr. Alfonsin. who as president 
is commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces, stepped in and rel- 
ieved Gen. Mansilla of his com- 
mand 

Defence Minister Raul Boarras 
said Thursday when the new army 
chief of staff. Gen. Ricardo Pia-j 
nta. was sworn in, that the shake-} 
up was due to the army exp-; 
eriencing a "stage of transition." 

“Circumstances demonstrated 
the need for a change in the com- 
mand of the array.” he said.

ROME (R) — Six years after the 
kidnapping and murder of Aldo 
Moro. the parties making up 
Italy’s coalitioQ government tried 
Thursday to agree on a final off- 
icial report about the affair. 

But they were still divided over 
the reasons behind the former 
Prime Minister’s death and the 
lessons to be learned from it. 

Two days of parliamentary deb-

Communist Party re-admits Molotov 


MOSCOW (R) — Vyacheslav 
Molotov, Stalin's foreign minister, 
disgraced since his dismissal in 
1957 by Nikita Khrushchev, has 
been re-admitted to the Soviet 
Communist Party at the age of 94, 
a Soviet official said Thursday. 

A spokesman for the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry Press Dep- 
artment told Western cor- 
respondents he could confirm 
reports that Mr. Molotov had 
been re-admitted to tbe party. 

He would not comment on a 
report in the Italian Communist 
Party newspaper DaQ Unita that 
Mr. Molotov’s rehabilitation had 
been marked by a telephone con- 
versation with Soviet President 
Konstantin Chernenko. 

Mr. Molotov, who has lived as a 
recluse for the past 20 years, sig- 


ned the Nazi-Soviet non- 
aggression pact with Hitler’s For- 
eign Minister Joachim Von Rib- 
bentrop in August, 1939. opening 
the way for the German invasion 
of Poland which launched World 
War a 


and shipped off as ambassador to 
Mongolia for three years. From 
I960 to 1961 he served as rep- 
resentative to the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) 
in Vienna. 


One of the history-makers of 
the 20th Century, Mr. Molotov 
was a faithful lieutenant of Josef 
Stalin from early revolutionary 
days to the Soviet dictator's death 
in 1953. 


By 1956 Molotov himself was 
already onfoe way out. New party 
chief Nikita Khrushchev had deb- 
unked the Stalin myth and was set- 
ting about ridding himself of Sta- 
•lin’s men. 

In June, 1957,Mr.Molotovwas 
removed from high party office 


But at the 1961 party congress 
m Moscow speaker after speaker 
called for the expulsion of Mr. 
Molotov and his supporters from 
the party. 

Three years later it was dis- 
closed that he had indeed been 
expelled, along with former Prime 
Minister Georgi Malenkov. 


Western diplomats said that his 
readxnission to tbe party was unl- 
ikely to be a sign of any major 
political significance and noted 
that it had not been publicly ann- 
ounced.

PARIS (R) — A French drug firm 
said Thursday it had agreed to 
develop jointly with an American 
concern a test system aimed 3t 
early diagnosis of the killer syn- 
drome AIDS. 

L'Institut Pasteur Production 
(IPP). co-owned by the Pasteur 
Institute and the Bio-technology 
Combine Sanofi, added it signed 
the agreement with Genetic Sys- 
tems of the U.S. 

The pact would help both par- 
tners greatly, medical sources 
said. Genetic Systems had a S70 
million for research, the French 
only one million francs 
(SI 15.000). 

Under the deal, IPP would have 
exclusive marketing rights for a 
test system in Western Europe’s 
10-nation European Community 
while the U.S. firm would have 
exclusive rights there. The two 
would share marketing elsewhere. 

There is no known cure for 
AIDS (Acquired Immunity Def- 
iciency Syndrome). It mys- 
teriously and fatally cuts bodily 
defences against severe ailments 
such as cancer and is believed cau- 
sed by a virus. 

Researchers say a vital part of 
the battle against AIDS, which 
first surfaced among U.S. hom- 
osexuals, is the ability to identity it 
at an early stage.
